The following proclamation was issued from 
the department of state to-day: 

By the President of the United States of America 
—Proclamation: Ithas long been the pious cus- 
tom of our people, with the closing of the year, to 
look back upon the blessings brought to them in 
the changing course of the seasons, and to return 
solemu thanks to the all-giving source from whom 
they flow; and although at this period, when a 
fallen leafadmonishes us that the time of our sacred 
duty is at hand, our nation still lies in 
the shadow of a great berenvement 
and the mourning which has filled our fearts still 
finds its sorrowful expression toward the God before 
Whom we but lately bowed in grief and supplhica- 
tion. Yet the countless benefits which have show- 
ered upon us during the past twelve months call for 
our fervent gratitude and make it fitling that we 
should rejoice with thankfulness that the Lord in 
his infinite merey has most signally favored our 
country and our people. Peace without and pros 

writy within have been vouchsafed to us; no pesti- 

aes has visited ourshores; abuudaut privileges of 
freedom, which our fathers left us in their wisdom, 
are still our inereasing heritage, and if in parts of 
aur domain some afflictions have visited our 
brethren in their forest homes, yet éven this calam- 
ity has been tempered and in a manner sanctified 
by a generous Compession for the suifering which 
has been called forth throughout our land. Frorall 
these things it is meet that the voice of the nation 
should go upto Godin devout homage. 

Yherefore I, Chester A. Arthur, President of the

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THE COTTON CROP. 


Favorable Weather and a Marked Improvement Dur 
ing the Month. 
Special dispatch to the Enquirer. 
New York, November 4.—Special reports to Brad 
Street's [rom S79 correspondents give returns of 522 
cotton producing countries, over 0 per cent of the 
entire crop. They show thatthe weather through- 
outthe south since September 19th, the date of the 
last report, has generally been very favorable for 
saving the crop, and also for maturing such plants 
as Were still healthy and growing. This was true, 
October 24th, the date of the mail advices. In con- 
sequence, the condition of the plant and the pros- 
pects for yieid have improved. The only exception 
isin Texas, where there has been too much rain. 
This has interfered with picking, injured the grade 
of unpicked cotton, and has caused many unma 
ee bolls to ret and drop off. ;

Lust month's report showed the condition of the 
crop to be 34.5 percent below that of the preceding 
year. It willthus be. seen that during the past 
mguth the prospect for yield has improved 4 per 
cent. itmusthe remembered that, as a rule. the 
above report does notinclude full allowance for in- 
‘rease of acreage this year, nor that this condition 
and prospect of yield may still improve if the top 
crop and second growth started in some localities 
Since the September mins should mature. In giv- 
ing a detinite estimate of the actual out-turn next 
mouth, these and all otherconflicting circumstances 
are to be taken into consideration. _ 

Reports received this month indicate that in every 
State a portion of the crop is still healthy and 
makin fruit which may mature. From North 
Carolina, Tennessee and Arkansas, however, nearly 
ail reports are that the top crop is not likely to ma- 
ture Defore frost. From Texas, also, the prospects 
for the top crops are reported bad, in consequence 
of too much rain having made the 
plants green and sappy. From South 
Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi and 
Louisiana reports are that in portions of the state 
where the plant is healthy, and where worms have 
not destroyed the new growth, the yrospect for the 
top crop is fair, and with favorable weather and 
frost delayed till November 10, the out-turn may be 
somewhat improved, though not much. If the top 
crép in Texas, Arkansas and Tennessee does ma- 
ture, it will materially add to the yield of these 
States. :

Reply of Judge Black to Colonel Ingersoll. 

PHILADELPHIA, November 7.—The following let- 
ter from Judge Jere Black appeared in the 
of this city yesterday: 

To the Editors Ff the Press: Among the great 
metropolitan journals you alone, as far as I know, 
took any apparentinterestin that number of the 
North American Review which contained what its 
editor called “‘A Debate on the Christian Religion.”’ 
It seems right, therefore, that you—and, if you 
please, your readers—should know why it is that 
the number last out appears with an article from 
Mr. Ingersoll unaccorzpanied by any remarks of 
mine. 

I was not a volunteer in this business, The editor 
of the Review made two journeys to my house and 
besought me to furnish him with a refutation of In- 
gersoll’s blasphemous doctrines, which he said were 
everywhere puzzling religious teachers and leading 
people astray. I did not believe that Mr, Inger- 
utterances were at all harmful, and if the 
faith of the Christian world was in danger I was 
unworthy and unfit to beitsdefender. There were 


in my opinion, ten thousand professional theolo- 
gians who couldand would doit better, and were, 
in fact, doing it most effectually at that very time 
by their words and their deeds. But this editor was 
absurd enough to insist that if I did not answer Mr. 
Ingersoll he could not be answered at all, and it 
would thence be inferred that the Christian svstem 
was false. Moved by his importunities and influ- 
enced by a regard for the wishes of ‘‘certain friends 
whos: loves I might not drop,"’ I agreed that | 
would append to Mr. Ingersoll’s article my own 
opinion of its fallacy,and thus make the two to- 
gether as fitas I could for publication in a decent 
magazine. 

From the beginning it ‘i y understood 
thdt my defense was to be pal. same num- 
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ber with the accusation. The editor was (orfat 
least pyetended to be) a firm believer in Christianity, 


and he would net for the world publish Ingersoll’s-: 


woisonous stuff without putting the antidote right 
beside it—to do so et not only afflict his con- 
science but greatly injure the character of his Re- 
view. 

Atthe time of the publication I agreed thatif 
Mr. Ingersoll had any fault to find withthe resuit 
it might seem cowardly to refuse him another 
chance on the same terms, I was not afraid of any 


, new assault he might make if he was not afraid of 


my defense, 

Three months afterward fifty pages of the foulest 
and falsest libel that ever was written: against God 
or man Was sentto me. I was entirely willing to 
treat itas I had treated the other: thatis, give it the 
inswer I thought it deserved and let both go togeth- 
er. Butit came when I was disabled by an injury 
from which Leould not hope to. get well for some 
weeks, and I so notified the editor. To my surprise 
I was informed that no contradiction, correction or 
criticism ofmine or anybody else would be 
allowed to accompany this new effusion. of 
filth. It was to be printed immediately, and 
would occupy so much space that none could be 
spared forthe other side. I vroposed that if its 
bulk could not be reduced so as to admit of an an- 
swer in the same number it should be postponed 
until a reply could be made ready for publication 
in the next sueceeding number. This 
and divers other offers were rejected for the 
express reason that ‘Mr. Ingersoll would not con- 
sent.’’ Finding the Review controlled by him to 
suit himself, I did not think I was bonnd to go 
further.

I could only protest that these appeals to the in- 
teresband passions of a political party were un- 
fair. Diana of the Ephesians and yankee abolition- 
isin may both have been great, and they were great 
in the sense of being popular but that does not 
prove that the Gospel of God is a pernicious impos- 
ture. The Jewish Constitution, which tolerated 
the enslavement of savages in Judea. and the re- 
solves of [the abolition caucus, which condemned 
itin Ainerica, might both be right since the two 
systems were not to be judged by ove another: each 
should be considered with proper reference to ¢ir- 
cumstances widely different. But the suggestion 
that the infallible God might be believed to 
have prosecuted on just grounds without impugn- 
ing the righteousness of the abolitionists met with 
nofavor. The practiced demagogue cannot forego 
the tricks of his trade, and so he makes the pane- 
gyric of his political faction an excuse for casting 
contempt in the face of his Maker and for insulting 
the faith and reason of all who believe in Christ. 
The barest thought that the Judge of all the earth 
did fill him with rancor, which he pours out over 
page alter page and then repeats it again and again: 

Unpacks his heart with words 
And falls to cursing like a very drab— 
A scullion— 

I have said thus much about the slavery point, 
not as an answer to Mr. Ingersoll, but because I will 
not have it understood if 1 can help it, that I per- 
mitted or provoked the introduction of “artisan 
politics into the discussion of a religious subject. 

These furious outbreaks of intemperate abuse 
upon God, his laws and institutions, do not disturb 
auy one’s intellectual beliefor atall diminish the 
awtul reverence which a Christian feels for the su- 
preme object of his adoration. Mr. Ingersoll thinks 
he 1s raising a storm on the ocean of thought; heis 
not producing a ripple. He is merely doing the 
part ol a common scold, to whom the idle listen for 
the sport of the thing. while others, taking counse] 
of their ontraged feelings, think him a nuisance 
that ought to be abated. This is, perhaps, not very 
easy todo. A woman, for such an offense. could be 
ducked under the rule of the ancient law, but when 
a conlumunis vixatrix of the male gender vexes the 
peace of a neighberhood in this way the remedy is 
difticult and aoubtful. : : 

To learn how gratuitous these anilities are—how 
he scolds for the mere sake of scolding—look at his 
fanfaronade on polygamy. By the unaided influ- 
ence of the church alone this vice has been extir- 
pated completely and perfectly. In Christian coun- 
tries the universal rule is that one man shall be the 
husband of one wife and no more: and it is neither 
the rule northe practice anywhereelse on the face 
of the globe. Now a person who has ordinary sense 
must see that the moral merit of Christ’s gospel in 
this respect is directiy proportioned to the magni- 
tude of the evil from which it has relieved human 
society. But Mr. Ingersoll tries to blacken the 
character of the Christian religion by railing at 
the bad practice which it has opposed and 
destroyed. I he had flung out at 
Monogamous marriage, whjch Christianity upnolds, 
his act, though unjust, might have had an apparent 
object not altogether preposterous. Indeed, mo- 
nhogumy is as open to mere vulgar vituperation as 
polygamy. When an unclean mind exerts itself to 
imagine what may take place it ~ as easy to talk 
about brutality and the animal degradation of wo- 
man in one case as another... To the beastly 
all things are beastly. In point of 
fact the great body of unbelievers 
have denounced the Christian institu- 
tion of marriage with espicial bitterness. To tie 
one man and one woman together by a bond which 
nothing but death can dissolve is, in their opinion, 
not only unjust and immoral, but a base and bru- 
tal tyranny, which imposesa degrading restraint 
upon the natural rights of men and women to love

This is ‘the gospel of dirt." I don’t say that Mr. 
Ingersoll swallows it whole. He believes, or at least 
he practices, the Christian doctrine on the subjects 
of marriage, seg Ad and property, not because he 
is bound by the divine commandment, but bocause 
he feels like it. Others, rejecting as he does the 
“golden metwand or the law,’’ have an equal right 
t» take their own feelings as the measure of 
righteousness. So one set of atheists curses marriage 
and another blackeuards polygamy, and they are 
both right if there be no God above all and over all, 

I do not intend this as a substitute for the answer 
which I would have made if the presiding genius of 
the Review had been propitious. My principal ob- 
ject is to show that his ‘‘cireular abuse’ amounts to 
absolutely nothing. A regular reply would prove 
that in every line of his last article he has either 
falsified history or applied to it an erroneous inter- 
pretation. Butlam tempted not to quit without 
viving a sample of his efforts at scientific reasoning. 

If he does not deny the existence of a God his 
occupation is gone.- The object, therefore, of his 
highest ambition ever since he took the stymp 
against Christianity has beeq and is to annihilate 
the evidence which shows at the world has a 
makerand amoral governor. This being his great 
central pointon which all other points must turn, 
he has, of course, laid himself out to do his very 
best forit. Let-us see what he has achieved. 

I thought I was givinga true and accurate ac- 
count of his theory when I said that he regarded 
the universe as natural; that “it came into being of 
its own aceord;"’ that ‘‘itmade its own laws at the 
start, and afterward improved itself considerably 
by spontaneous evolntion.’’ But he denies that 
this isa true exposition of his views, and he exer- 
cises his coneeded right to define them again more 
sharply than he did before. Now he says that the

If the material universe existed, just as it is now, 
from all unbegun eternity, there is, to be sure, not 
much chance for a creator to have done any work; 
if its harmony is preserved and the uniformity of its 
action maintained without any rule or regulation 
prescribed by a superior power, then there is and 
has been no need of a lawgiver: Godis, therefore, 
being that he must be theoretically 
ed out of existence, 
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(without a creator) and will be forever (without a 
according to his idea. This he considers potent 
enough to overrule all the evidence, direet and cir- 
cumstantial, by which his ‘idea’ is opposed. Al) 
testimony borne by the common sense of mankind, 
all the deductions of reason, all philosophy, andall 
faith ii holy writ must be swept aside, so that his 
iden may have free course torunand be glorified, 
But this ascription of supreme authority to an idea, 
merely because ithappens to be his idea, will hardly 
be concurred in. The assertion of it, indeed, proves 
nothing except thut his bump of self-esteem is ia a 
state of chronic inflammation, 

He starts another idea, which has the same special 
meritet being his own, namely, that the material 
universe is not governed by laws. The planets 
nove at arate and in orbits which can be ealculat- 
ed with absolute certainty; the earth revolves on 
its axis with such perfect regularity that the very 
second of time at which the sun will rise ata par- 
ticular place can be predicted a thousand years be- 

chemical substances combine always in 
he sume relative proportions; in the ani- 
vegetable worlds lixe produces like; in 
ali organized beings certain causes are known to 
produce certain effects favorable or unfavorable 
to lite and health. Mr. Inyersoll'sidea is that these 
are not the results of law orany sort of intelligent 
prearranugement; but they are phenomena which 
happen,and the world is by mere accident pre- 
vented from falling into chaos. In his wisdom he 
decides ‘“‘as matterof fact’’ that there is no rule back 
of the phenomenon which a controlling powér com- 
pels the subject-matter to obey; it merely happens, 
uit it happens so uniformly that it creates the 
idea of law inour minds, which is however, a mere 
delusion.

1 
learned in mv infancy (and I have ‘‘kept the cred- 
ulity of the cradle’’) that this difference caused 
by that saine law of gravitation operating according 
to rules which are perfectly understood by all tel- 
erably well-informed men. I will further and 
coufess that I think ita most beneficent law which 
prevents the rocks from ftying about through the 
airand the clouds from becoming immovably tixed 
in the earth. Our great Creator ought to be adored 
and thanked for making such an arrangement. But 
this only proves to Mr. Ingersoll that lam a believer 
in ‘“‘the monstrous and miraculous, the impossible 
and immoral,.’’ 

Mr. Ingersoll is much accused of plagiarism. 
Whether that be true or not of his deé¢lamatory 
spouting, this notion that the material world is not 
governed by law is without doubt original. Itnever 
entered any human head before, and I think that 
in all future time it will find no lodgment in the 
mind of any reasonuabte being. 

Another way he has of reaching the atheistic 
conclusion. I do not say that 1 know what he wants 
to be at. But as well as I can understand 
him, he asserts that the universe could not 
have had a design because we cannot trace 
back the designer to his own origin; the world was 
not made, becat we cannot tell who made the 
maker. The mechanism of awatch iso curious 
that ‘it must,”’ siys he, “have had a maker,’’ but 
he adds the watchmaker himself is more wonder- 
fuily made than the watch, and hence he infers that 
he also must have a maker, since the necessity of a 
creator increases with the wonder of the creature. He 
is unquestionably, though, perhaps, unconsciously, 
right in this. It makes a demonstration as complete 
as mathematics that man was created by “‘some pre- 
existent aiid self-conscious being of power and wis- 
dom to usunconceivable.’’ Butinstead of accepting 
this plain, palpable and necessary consequence of 
his own logic, he turns his back 
upon the conclusion and begins to maunder 
over his own inability to understand 
how a designer could be without an anterior de- 
sign, and telling how rd itis for him to see the 
“rea or design in earthquakes and pestilences; and 
iow the justice of God is not visible to him in the 
history of the world. This silly trash he thinks 
sufficient to repel the irresistible *proofs of a creator 
which he himself has adduced, and which by all 
fair and unperverted minds are received as conclu- 
sive.
